THE NEW INDIAN, POLICY. 
The basis of settlement between the Gov- | 
ernment and the Ute Indians, brought about 
by Secretary Schurz and Gen. Adams, is an 
important advance in the general sclution of 
the Indian troubles. The cession ot the ter- 
ritory heii by the Utes in Colorado and the 
agreement tc deliyer the Meeker assasins for 
punishment are local triumphs; but the new 
disposal of these tribes and the new terms 
upon which lands and gratuities. are to be 
dealt out to them coustitute a departure

ness and commerce. 


from the old Indian policy which, if fol- 
lowed up tn future dealings with hostile or 
troublesome Indians, will do more to civilize 
the red savages than any expedients herete 
fore used by the Government. 

The tirst notable advantage of the new 


agreement with the Utes is a division of the 
nation into three parts, which are to be lo- 
‘cated in various and remote districts. The 
Southern Utes are to go to New Mexico, the 
White River Utes to Utah, and the Uncom- 
pahgre Utes to a reservation in the Grand 
River Valley. The result of this division 
will be not merely to impair the warlike 
strength of the Ute nation, but also 
to mitigate their warlike disposition. When 
10,000 or 12,000 Indians live together 
in common, the sentiment of nationality is 
cultivated, and the young tucks, fired by the 
lashings of the sider Ouiefs, persuade them- 
selves by emulation in deeds of valor that 
they are able to cope with any other nation, 
even that of the United States. But an In- 
dian vation, brokeu up into three parts sey- 
erally cut off from interconmanicaticn, will 
lose the national pride and warlike confidence 
it formeriy cherished. and the Chiefs will be- 
gin to encourage peaceful pursuits rather | 
than a love for war. In the new and sepa- 
rate reservations the Utes, already advanced | 
toa considerable extent in civilized ways, 
will not have the same temptation to roam, 
and hunt, and fight, and the war-dance will 
gradually give way to more peaceful amuse- 
ments 

‘The apportionment of the lands in severalty

It will become apparent to the 


older Chiefs that the best Interests of their 


offspring demand attention to individual 
possessions, and to the young men that the

The sentiment of in- 
dividual ownership, supplemented by a nat- 
ura! desire for gain, is a powerful element in 
civilization.

Indians as idly as possible the rights of 
citizenship. The treatment of Indian tribes 
as foreigi nations is fictiti¢us and irratiqnal. 
As natives and to the manor born,“ they 
have naturally as good a title to citizenship 
ag any other tace of men. When they shall 
become individual land-owners, enjoying all 
the property rights guaranteed to white men 
under the law. their civilization, pacification, 
and education can be best promoted by the 
prize of citizenship, and thecommon interesis 
of peace and harmony between the white 
men and the red men can be best assured by 
making the latter amenable to the same laws 
as the former,—endowing both with equal 
rights and exacting from both equal respon- 
sibilities. The hope of abiding peace with. 
the indians depends upon the ultimate reali- 
zation of common citizenship. The agree 
ment made with the Utes is a long step in 
this direction. It should be ratified by Con- 
gress, and backed up with such allotments 
and appropriations as will render the appli- 
cation of the same policy more general, and 
lead as quickly as possible to a recognition 
of the Indians as American.citizens. There 
is no middle course between this policy and 
extermination as a practical and ultimate 
solution of the Indian troubles. 


ANOTHEB EUROPEAN CONGRESS. 

It is said that negotiations are in progress 
to convene another European Congress for 
settling certain vexed questions to which the 
Berlin Treaty has given rise. The time is 
short since the united wisdom of Europe, at 
Berlin, pronounced the Eastern question per- 
manently arranged, but it has been sufficient 
to show that the treaty simply paved the way 
for, and has been instrumental in producing, 
new and grave complications, which may re- 
open the subject of Eastern affairs at any 
moment. In fact, now that the natural re- 
sults of the treaty begin to be realized and 


more clearly understood, itis not unxeasou- 


able to believe that its various requirements 
were framed by one or more master minds 
for the covert purpose of creating the disorder 
and fomenting the disturbance which were 
the inevitable results of the measures adopted 
at Berlin. | 

It is scarcely necessary to say that Bis- 
marck directed and controlled the negotia- 
tions, Without his assent none of the re- 
quirements of the treaty could have been 
adopted. He was the author of its most im- 
portant features, —-although the representa- 
tives of England, France, and Russia aided 
him by propositions which, as the sequel has 
shown, were well calculated tg increase the 
number of difficulties left as a legacy by the 
Congress. To Bismarck was due the cession 
to Austria of Bosnia, Herzegovina, and Novi- 
Bazar, thus creating an antagonism much 
desired by him between Russia and Austria, 
He also is responsible for the proposed rail- 
road connections between the latter and 
Servia and Roumania, which Austria has 
of late so vehemently insisted on, and which 
may at any moment cause trouble. Lord 
Beaconsfield alone can claim credit for the 
conception establishing Eastern Roumelia, 
which renders anything like the permanent 
pacification of Bulgaria impossible. Wad- 
dington, the French representative, caused 
the adoption of the recommendation that 
Turkey should cede to Greece the southern 
portion of Epirus and Thessaly, to which the 
people of Epirus are bitterly opposed, and 
which the Sultan, even if he desired, has not 
the power to carry out It was in accor- 
dance with the wish of Prince Gortschakoff 
that a small portion of Northern Albania was 
yielded to Montenegro, which, as the people 
are of different races and bitterly antago- 
nistic, is already and will continue te be a 
fruitful source of bloodshed and disorder. 

The first of these questions to become 
prominent and reach such importance as to 
demand the attention of Europe is that of the 
boundary between Greece and Turkey. The 
settiement of this has originated the propo- 
sition that a new Congress be convened. 
This difficulty may be noticed as a good 
illustration of the disturbances which the 
Treaty of Berlin is liable in future to cause. 
The evident intention of the Turkish Gadv- 
ernment is to do nothing to carry out the 
recommendation of the Berlin Congress. It 
was easy to have been foreseen that such 
would be the case. The Sultan, seeing him- 
self deprived of some of his richést prov- 
inces by the treaty, very naturally objects to 
strip himself further of his possessions 


upon a simple recommendation it was 


to be expected that he would oppose, by 
every means in his power, any measure 
intended to denefit at his expense so 
deeply patedia race as the Greeks. He has 
therefore resorted to evety pretext known to 
Turkish diplomacy, so. fruitful in this re 
spect,  postpune or thwart any territorial 
cession whatever to Greede, and the combined 
action of the European Powers will be neces- 
sary to force him to carry out their sugges- 
tion, unless they are willing to see the united 
wish of Kurope treated by the Turks as a 
dead letter. 

Bismarck has declared that no danger to 
the peace of Europe existed so long ag the 
requirements of the Treaty of Berlin were 
loyally complied with by the Powers con- 
cerned. He s undoubtedly the arbiter of the 
question, and if war does at any time occur 
the violation of some one of the terms of the 
treaty will de Aalieged by him as the cause. 
Although the proposed cpnterences to settle 
the questions growing out of the treaty are 
presumed to meet with bis sanction, yet he 
has so far given no open approval of thein. 
The increase of the Gernian army should not 
be taken as an evidence that he at this 
me desires any other than a pacific 
solution of these questions, nor should it be 
considered as a menace at present against 
any European Power. Wulle the Berlin 
Congress was sitting in 1878 he took especial 
pains to warn representatives of foreign 
Powérs in Berlin of | tention to inerease 
the German army. recent contradictory 
Statements of bis reputed organ, the North 
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responds fully with the 
military law, and was to 
cannot believe thiat it indica 
ate prospect of war, It is much more prob- 
able that Bismarck desires t maintain, by 
this inerease, hig present ascendency in 
Eurape, so that by diplomacy, and the over- 
whelming strength of the German armies, he 
may settle all Buropean questions as his 
schemes for the interest of Germany may 
dictate, 

The Treaty of Berlin, of whieh he is the 
author, gives evidence that it was framed ta 
afford him an opportunity to carry out his 
two most important designs remaining to be 
accomplished, They are the recovery of the 
German States from Austria and of the Ger- 
man Baltic proyinces from Russia. The 
accomplishment of these two plans, so much 
cherished by him, will probably determine 
the question whether there is to be war in 
Europe. It wiil also fix the time when war 
may be expected. The transfer to Germany 
of Austria's German States will probably be 
the natural result of the measures which 


Austria’s Interests in the Balkan Peninsula, 
guaranteed to her by the treaty, will arouse 
the jealousy of Russia. It willincite her to 
take steps affording him the pretext he seeks 
for a declaration of war, and for annexing to 
Germany that portion of Russian territory 
which he covets. 

The time for carrying out this scheme has 
not yet arrived. Many contingencies must 
arise in the Danybian prin cipalities before it 
can be attempted. In the meantime con- 
ferences to settle all minor points growing 
out of the Berlin treaty, such as the settle- 
ment of, the Greek boundary question, the 
transfer of Albanian territory to Montenegro, 
etc., may be expected. They will be held un- 


der his guidance. and their decisions will be 


in accordance with his wishes. Each will, as 
far as possible, antagonize Russian sym- 
pathies and interests, and each will aid in 
contributing to the pretext for war with Rus- 
sia, which he now lacks, but which he has 
taken measures to insure. War on the Con- 
tinent of Europe is in our judgment not like- 
ly to occur until the effects of the Treaty of 
Berlin have reached the result which he in- 
tended; His present measure for the in- 
crease of the German army is evidently in- 
tended as a preparation for the moment when 
this result may have been obtained. As yet 


Berlin Treaty are not ripe for execution. 
Some time is still necessary before the state 
of affairs for which he has worked can exist, 
and we therefore feel justified in saying that 
whoever speculates in favor of an immediate 
war in Continental Europe is liable to find 
himself gravely mistaken.

Our correspondent writes upon the assump- 
tion that it has been the custom of Tun TRip- 
UNE for several years past to speak of Senator 
Biaine in a manner calculated to disparage him 
asa candidate for the Presidency. The error in 
this unfounded assumption has led-bim into 
further mistakes concerning the course of Tue 
TRIBUNE in the present discussion of the relative 
merits of various gentiemen named as. candi- 
dates for the Presidency in 1880. 

In 1876 the circumstances preced the nomi- 
nation of the candidates were y peculiar, 
and such as had not been encountered before 
by the Republican party. The exposures, dur- 
ing the previous two years of Geant’s Adminis- 
tration, of frauds and official dishonesty, had 
startled the whole country. The immense ex- 
tent of the whisky-frauds; the large number of 
officials engaged or conniving in the plunder 
of the Treasury; the wholesale swind- 
ling of the revenue; the hurdly less 
extensive frauds successfully perpetrated in the 
New York and other Custom-Houses; the long 
list of abuses and extrayagances in the Navy 
Department; the corruptionsin the Indian and 
Pension Bureaus; the charges against the Post- 
Office Department; the waste of public money 
and increase of appropriations; the ‘scandalous 
revelations that involved several Cabinet-Min- 
isters; the long, dofiant, and scandalous abuses 
and plundering of Washington by Boss Shepherd 
and others reputed to be under Administration 
protection,—bad alarmed the entire country. 
The public mind was greatly excited. During 
the two years preceding, the Republican party 
had been disastrously defeated in many Repub- 
lican States. The State Governments in more 
than half the Northern States had been secured 
by the Democrats. The enormous Republican 
majority in the House of Representa- 
tives bad been reversed, .and that in 
the Senate greatly reduced. All but one or two 
Southern States had passed into the complete 
control of the Confederates. The Democratic 
party, rightly estimating public opinfon, had 
made HRKetorm of the Civil Admi ration of 
the Governmunt its raliying cry, and the changes 
were constantly and everywhere rung upon the 
past frauds and malfeasances, and the necessity 
for such Reform. This was the condition of 
things at the time the Cincinnati Convention 
met, in June, 1874 

Just prepeding that Convention the rivals and 
opponents of Mr. Biaine iu the Republican party 
assailed him most vigoruvualy. The friends of 
Conkling, Morton, and ‘other candidates accused 
him of a Variety of acts,and published reams of 
what they submitted as comfirmatory evidence. 
These acts, if true, tended to exclude all hope of 
a reform in the charucter of the men who were 
in charge pf public affairs. For the time these 
accusations succeeded in smirching the charac- 
ter af, or throwing distrust upon, Mr. Blaine, to 
the extent of inducing nundreds of thousands of 
Republicans to express an unwillingness to risk 
or — 42 as a candidate. 

The whpie atmosphere of the country was 
thick with the revitals of Administration frauds 
and the jnost scandalous abuses. The people 
refused % narrowly investigate. acousations 
agaist candidates. It was deemed sufficient at 
that time bo accuse @man of corrupt practices 
to defeat) him. The country demanded a man 
who was pot only free from taint but free from 
even the suspicion of taint, of fraud in his 
official or personal record. 

Under these circumstances Tae TRIBUNE, 
which owed an allegiance to the country and to 
the Repuljlicag party very much greater than it 
owed to any individual, considered it madvisable 
to nominate Mr. Blatue. His enemies (rivals in 
the Republican party) had done their work too 
well. They bad succeeded so far in identifying 
bim with unbecoming transactions as to render 
his defeat in a struggie with a party cry- 
ing Reform and * Purification” im 
the Administration of the Government al- 
most a certaiity. it presented- these 
views strongly, not from any hostility to Mr. 
Blaine, but because the success of the party 
depended upon the unquestioned purity of rec- 
ord of the candidate who should be selected as 
ita standard-bearer in the great struggle.

St. Paul Visited 


Blaze in Its History. 


Destruction of a Heavy Wholesale | 


A Loss y of About $7%0,000, with Insurance 
Amounting to $500,000. *

Sr. Paul., Minn., March 7.—The City of St. 
Paul was visited by the most disastrous con- 
flagration that has ever occurred in its midst, 
being the total loss of the immense dry-goods 
house of Auerbach, Figeh, Culbertson & Co.. 
which was the largest building of the kind in 
the West outside of Chicago and St. Louis. The 
whole city has been for hours in a state of the 
most intense excitement, the scene of disaster 

pying the centre of the mest valuable 

on of St. Paul, almost adjoining the Mer- 
chants’ Hotel, and surfounded on all sides by 
the largest wholesale nouses and most costly 
business structures. The streets swarmed with 
many thousands of people, the neighborhood of 
the tremendous blaze being packed with curious 
and alarmed spectators.| Fur atime it scemed 
asif the whole city was doomed to destruc- 
tion. and terror was generally prevalent 
among all who observed the thrilling spectacle. 
Happiiy, however, the fre was coufined to the 
block in which it oni nated, and, though the 
loss will reach the e ous sum of $500,000 to 
$750,000, the city is to be congratulated upon its 
escupe from a conflagration of appalling pro- 
portions, which for an hour or two seemed to be 
impending over it. At a few minutes past 5 
o'clock a small quantity of smoke was 
seen to emerge from the immense building 
on the Fourth street side, not farfrom the east 
corner, near the roof, and an alarm was at once 
turhedin. Five minutes afterward the steam- 
ers were on hand, but still the exact location of 
the fire could not be found. The smoke in the 
meantime had increased in volume aud filled 
the upper story to suffocation. How the fire 
originated is beyond conjecture, the building, 
it seems, having had no watchman in attend- 
ance Sunday. 

Assoon as the steamers took up their loca- 
tions a stream of water poured upon the 
roof from the Jackson s t side. Two other 
sections of hose were carried through the rear 
windows, and the staircase to the fourth floor, 
but all this time it was impossible for any 
one in the street or inside the butld- 
ing to discover the “exact location 
of the fire. The alarm was given at five min- 
utes past 5,and no flames were visible until a 
quarter past 6 o'clock. ! 

This time was of course employed by men in 
removing goods from the lower story, though 
not so advantageously as it might have been, as 
many heavy goods were permitted to remain in 
accordance with the the suggestion that the fire 
would be confined to the upper stories. 

The salvage is probably enough to bring the 
loss on goods within the limits of the insurance. 

At 6:20 the fire burst forth with great fury and 
vigor all along the Fourth street front above 
the iron cornices, showing that during the hour 
and a half that had elapsgd since the alarm was 
given the fire had been progressing underneath 
the roof. It was now under full headway, and 
the total destruction of the building was simply 
& question of time. The heavens were illumi- 
nated; myriads of sparks and blazing cinders 
filled the air,and dropped upon the buildings 
and streets; water and spray were scattered in 
every direction by a heavy wind, which fortunate- 
ly subsided, however, before it added its power 
to the general panic. The gutters were running 
with water, while the streets, sidewalks, fire- 
men, and spectators were covered with the con- 
gealed moisture. 

All this time 1,000 men were engaged in getting 
out goods from the lower floors. Wagons, carts, 
handbarrows, propelled by men or horses, picked 
up the goods as they were thrown from the 
building in one vast shower. Bundles, bales, 
boxes, and loose goods came tumbling out like 
snowflakes, and piled up on the streets and side- 
walks in vast drifts.

_ Shortly before the flames descended to the third 
floor a loud explosion was heard inside the build- 
ing, resulting from what cause is not known, but 
the noise was loud enough to create a panic. 

At 9 o'clock the second floor on that side fell 
in, presenting the only picturesqueness the fire 
afforded. The flooring beams crossed each other 
in every imaginable degree of fantastic con- 
fusion, their directions being visible by the lurid- 
ness of their surfaces. 

The fire burned slowly from the upper floor 
downward, watched by thousands in. the streets, 
the illuminated windows of each floor marking 
the approach of the flames to the level of the 
street. By 10 o'clock the ground-floor had 
been reached, and now, at midnight, the fire is 
blazing and smoking in the basement. The 
walls remain standing, but it is not known how 
much they have suffered. 

The building was a four-story brick, with base- 
ment, built in 1876 at a cost of $90,000; owned by 
Commodore W. F. Davidson, of the Mississippi 
Steamer Line; was 150x110, occupying the corner 
of Jackson and Fourth streets. The firm are the 
heaviest dry-goods dealers in the State. 

The loss is increased by the fact that the store 
had been stocked unusually full in view of the 
spring trade and the prospects of higher prices. 
The value of the goods was $850,000. Of course 
much of this is saved, as were the books and 
office papers. 

The total loss is 6040, 000. on which is $512,000 
insurance in over fifty companies. It is thought 
the insurance and salvage will cover the loss. 
The greatest injury to the proprietors will be 
the detention to their business and the difficulty 
of replacing the stock in time for the spring 
trade. The proprietors intend, however, to im- 
mediately open in the Sherman Block. 

Another féature of the disaster is the throw- 
ing out of employment of more than 6500 people 
employed in the wholesale, retail, and manu- 
facturing departments.

KATE FIELD’S PLAN. 


Saving Money in Shopping—A Co-oper- 
ative Women’s Store. 
New York Tribune. 

A movement is on foot among a number of 
women in New York to establish a codpertive 
store in this city upon the plan of the one now 
successfully existing in London. Miss Kate 
Field, during her visit abroad, thoroughly exam- 
ined the workings of this,and when she came 
to this city, about six weeks ago, it was with the 
intention of doing something toward establish- 
ing a similar store here, at some future time. 
She found, however, that the matter had been 
theught of by persons here, and that the London 
company had looked over the ground, and had 
decided that here was a fine field for à branch to 
be established by it. Miss Field thereupon began 
active measures to secure for Americans so good 
a business opportuhity. 

A preliminary prospectus of the enterprise 
has been prepared, but has not yet been put be- 
fore the public. It sets forth in detail the plan 


and purpose of the Association, which is called 


“ The Ladies’ Codperative Dress Association.” 
It is organized under the laws of the state, with 
liability limited to the amount of the su bscrip- 
tion. The capital is fixed at $250,000, dividea 
into 10,000 preferred shares, There are aiso 
2,500 founders’ or deferred shares. Upon the 
preferred shares there will be paid from the 
profits a dividend of 7 per cent per annum. The 
surplus profits are to be divided among holders 
of founders’ shares. The preliminary prospectus 
sets forth that the $250,000 capital of the London
